MANUFACTURERS of agricultural implements in this 
country are greatly worked up over the report that 
the Canadian legislative body will shortly advance 
Canadian tariff rates on agricultural implements. It 
is said that this advance will be large enough to suc- 
cessfully keep American machines from the Canadian 
market. 








Orvers for steel rails, 1906 delivery, amounting to 
approximately eight hundred thousand tons and 
booked during the last two weeks, are reflected in 
other markets by the tremendous demand for cars 
and locomotives. The production of the Baldwin Lo- 
comotive Works for August exceeded all past monthly 
records, two hundred and thirty locomotives having 
been produced. The American Locomotive Co. is 
filled with orders and the Pressed Steel Car Co. has 
received an order for eight thousand three hundred 
cars out of a total of sixteen thousand awarded by the 
Pennsylvania system. The Pressed Steel Car Co. is 
said to have almost fifty million dollars worth of or- 
ders on its books at the present time. The demand 
for all-steel freight cars has reached such a magnitude 
as to exceed the capacity of mills. 








RECENT statistics taken by the English government 
show that “one person in every ten of the 33,000,000 
inhabitants of England and Wales is 
Road Rate —. ae de> the nie a 
Regulation. : 50,000 paupers. Eng 
lish taxpayers contribute annually $31,- 
000,000 for the support of these mendicants, and the 
amount is increasing $1,000,000 a year. It is ‘esti- 
mated that “over ten per cent of the present popula- 
tion of England, if they live to an old age, will have 
to end their days in the almshouses. 
If this condition of affairs continues, there can be 


Rail 
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but one result—the commercial and financial decay of 
the British empire. There is only one relief—the re- 
duction of the population. Instead’ of allowing this 
reduction to take place by natural means, the English 
government is magnifying the evil by offering financial 
relief and employment to the unemployed. The ca- 
pacity of almshouses is being increased ; new ones are 
being built. The pauper part of the population has 
grown so strong that it recently forced relief legisla- 
tion through parliament. The paupers have been 
taught to feel that they have a natural right to live 
whether they provide or whether they squander, 
whether they look to the future or dwell in the pres- 
ent, whether they labor or whether they lounge. The 
government is regarded as a father, inexhaustibly 
wealthy, all-fostering. Indeed, alms are no longer 
regarded as alms, accepted with thanks. They are 
the inalienable right of the recipient. If alms are not 
forthcoming, they are demanded. Strange to say, 
the party in control has been weak enough to- grant 
these demands. It has confirmed the suicidal notion 
that the government’s supply of riches is inexhaustible. 
It has not demonstrated either by force or logic that 
the world owes no man a living, that a man deserves 
no more than he earns, that its funds are not inex- 
haustible, but that, in taking them from the able and 
giving them to the weak, the government is putting a 
premium on penury, is destroying its very vitals. 

Therein lies the evil of a paternalistic type of gov- 
ernment, the socialistic type. When a man realizes 
that his own efforts at self-support will be ‘supple- 
mented and augmented by the efforts of another, when 
he realizes that it is unnecessary for him to strive his 
hardest, when he realizes that the world and the gov- 
ernment owe him a living and that he has only to 
demand that living in order to get it—then he will 
stop giving an equivalent amount of energy for a 
given amount of sustenance. He had better be dead. 

The founders of this government wisely decided 
that the proper function of government was merely 
police protection. Every citizen was given a safe- 
guard in the pursuit of life, liberty and happiness. If 
he was disposed to quietly pursue his way, not in- 
terfering with the life, liberty or happiness of others. 
well and good. He was asked only to support those 
governmental institutions which aimed to enforce 
laws guaranteeing life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness to himself and others. The founders realized 
that the burden of support lay upon the individual, 
not upon the community. 

It was impossible, however, for the founders to 
provide against all the exigencies which have arisen 
since the signing of the constitution. Many of the ex- 
igencies have been met squarely by congress since that 
time, but the rapid growth of the nation has brought 
about some dilemmas unforeseen. Commercial insti- 
tutions have exhibited the dexterity of Proteus of old 
in changing complexion. The modest oil pump of 
forty years ago has became the Standard Oil trust. 
It is not surprising that the legislators at. Washing- 
ton have failed to keep pace with these tremendous 
developments. It is not surprising that citizens so 
busily occupied in the advancement of their own in- 
terests should fail to see that suitable legislation be 
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enacted for the protection of others. Men have de- 
voted their time and ability to the solution of personal 
rather than civil difficulties. 

Hence loopholes have been left in the legislative 
Rents have been torn wherever the fabric 
kas been weak. Illegal combinations in restraint of 
trade have resulted. Illegal discrimination on the 
part of railroads has been practiced. One man has 
been killed commercially ; another inflated with wealth. 
All this has been done publicly and without inter- 
ference on the part of the government at Washington. 
This condition of affairs has given rise to popular 
clamor for more government supervision. And so 
great has been the reaction that a socialistic policy is 
not only recommended by confirmed malcontents, but 
is concurred in by those well-meaning and otherwise 
sober-minded individuals who are disgusted at the 
present inability of government officials to sufficiently 
curb the insatiable appetite of the so-called trusts and 
other financial powers.

That action is necessary to prevent the stronger cor- 
porations from .trespassing upon what are usually re- 
garded as the rights of weaker corporations and in- 
dividuals, very few people will deny. These few will 
deny the necessity of strong legislation only in part. 
Few consider it safe or just for the Standard Oil Co. 
to deny the privilege of participating in the oil in- 
dustry to any but the officially brevetted representa- 
tives of that monopoly. It is not deemed safe or just 
for a syndicate to buy up the ice-jobbing concerns in 
a big city like New York and then dole out its product 
to the buying public at prices exorbitant enough to 
balance the enormous extravagance indulged in when 
the original companies were purchased. Liberty, life 
and the pursuit of happiness are guaranteed by the 
constitution to all citizens. When new means are dis- 
covered by criminally inclined individuals to divest 
any or all of these factors from the careers of others, 
then the legislative and executive branches of the gov- 
ernment should draw up and enact new laws to sup- 
press the new forms of lawlessness. 


The popular outcry against the railroads has been 
justified. It is not for these combinations to decide 
which sections of the country shall flourish or die and 
which industrial concerns shall pay handsome divi- 
dends or go to the wall. They should not be per- 
mitted to lay down a rate of $1.11 from Chicago to 
Knoxville, Tenn., a distance of five hundred and sixty 
miles, and a rate of $1 from New York to Knoxville, 
a distance of seven hundred and thirty-five miles. They 
should not be permitted to discriminate against smaller 
producers of coal and iron and in favor of the Colo- 
rado Fuel & Iron Co., by offering rebates to the latter 
Equal opportunities are guaranteed to all. 
Equity is vitiated when one favored shipper or com- 
munity is nurtured at the expense of another. Legis- 
lative action curbing the powers of railroads is justi- 
fied. 

Examples of the almost general practice of fa- 
voritism in the matter of freights have been so numer- 
ous that every variety of possible and impossible leg- 
islation has been recommended as a means toward the 
suppression of the evil. Government ownership of 


concern. 
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the railroads has been widely advocated ; likewise com- 
plete government supervision. The Esch-Townsend 
bill, practically killed at the last session of con- 
gress, but only by a narrow margin, placed in the 
hands of the Interstate Commerce Commission the 
power to name new freight rates in cases where the 
old rates were decided to be excessive or unreasonable. 
In fact, the Interstate Commerce Committee was to be 
a veritable board of directors to control the selling 
price of the railroads’ services, to supervise their ac- 
tions, to recommend and to rescind. This bill was 
highly praised by perhaps a majority of the shippers in 
this country. It won the support of a majority in the 
House of Representatives. Its popularity shows the 
lengths to which people will go when assured of the 
presence of an evil to be righted. 

It took many years for the American people to re- 
alize the enormity of railroad rate-making as it is now 
practiced. As much care as was spent in investigating 
conditions to discover that legislative action was nec- 
essary, should be spent in studying the situation, the 
character of the people and the history of other coun- 
tries in order to determine what kind of remedy 
should be applied. Far be it from our legislative 
branches to enact laws which will diminish one jot or 
one tittle the rewards that are earned by any individual 
or combination in fair and legal competition. This 
country was discovered through individualistic effort, 
was developed by individualistic effort, was made 
world-famous by individualistic effort. The object of 
legislation should be to increase the opportunities for 
individualistic effort, not to decrease them by paternal- 
istic measures. The views of President Parry of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, as expressed 
at the last meeting of that body are commendable. 
Mr. Parry epitomized the situation as follows: “Any 
proper legislation that shall be based on the funda- 
mental principle that the general public shall not be 
discriminated against, that is, legislation to protect 
free competitive conditions, appears to my mind to be 
necessary and legitimate. But to attempt to correct 
evils by legislation to destroy competitive conditions, 
and to take from individuals the control of their own 
property, appears to me to be folly which cannot fail 
to result disastrously to the industrial interests of the 
entire country.” 

To eliminate the ability of the railroads to discrim- 
inate in making rates either by giving rebates to fa- 
vored shippers or by lowering the rates for the East as 
against the West, is both desirable and necessary. To 
say to the railroads, “The rate shall be thirteen cents 
on sugar between New York and the Missouri river, 
and you shall charge no more than $3.55 for trans- 
porting a ton of pig iron from Alabama to Chicago” 
—to say this would be to wrest the control of their 
property from the railroad owners, to destroy the 
incentive for individual effort, and to create a feeling 
of dependence upon a governmental father. It would 
be inadvisable. 

It is also unnecessary. At the present time the av- 
erage freight rates upon American railroads are low- 
er than those of any other country in the world and 
lower than ever before in this country. American 
rates in general are one-third lower than those of 














Great Britain and France and one-half lower than 
those of Germany, where the railroads are owned and 
operated by the government. This is true in spite of 
the fact that American railroad employes are paid bet- 
ter than foreign employes. The net earnings of 
American railroads are decreased by 40.80 per cent of 
the gross earnings paid to labor and 23.04 per cent 
paid to capitalistic interests. In England, labor gets 
27.03 per cent and capital 38.02 per cent. In 1900, 
the net income of railroads in the United States was 
4.06 per cent; from agriculture, 8.04 per cent; from 
manufactures, 19.05 per cent. Surely these figures, 
which are unquestionable, do not show that the freight 
rates imposed on American shippers by American rail- 
roads are on the whole atrocious. A general reduc- 
tion of freight rates is not necessary. 

Summing up, then, we find that owing to the rapid 
growth of the country’s commerce, our legislature 
failed to keep pace. Lack of sufficient criminal and 
civil legislation has permitted the railroads to ma- 
terially assist in the promotion of so-called trusts. 
This assistance has been rendered in the form of re- 
bates and territorially discriminating rates. The re- 
bates and the discrimination should be abolished by 
legislative action. Inasmuch as the railroads are not 
guilty of charging an excessive average rate and in- 
asmuch as it would be unwise to inculcate into our 
governmental principles any laws which could serve 
to indicate that the government exists as a fostering 
protectorate, supervising the commercial development 
of its citizens, we deem it unnecessary and inadvisable 
to permit the Interstate Commerce Committee to draw 
up on their own responsibility and with undisputed 
authority freight rates to be charged by the railroads. 
This permission was granted by the Esch-Townsend 
bill. 

Judge Peter S. Grosscup, in an address delivered 
recently, proposed legislation along the lines indicated 
as desirable in the preceding paragraph. His plan 
has been epitomized as follows: 

THE REMEDY. 

“Create a transportation department of the gov- 
ernment, headed by a live, aggressive man, and give 
to this secretary or commissioner the best assistants 
(some of them taken from the railroad ranks) the 
country can afford. This department is to have the 
sole duty of investigating, arbitrating and prosecuting 
all complaints of discrimination, unjust rates and un- 
fair practices of every description by the railroads, 
and if unable to settle disputes between shippers and 
carriers informally, is to present the complaints at 
once to a special court of transportation, to be created, 
the judges of which will be required to devote their 
entire time to traffic questions. The judges will sit 
together in Washington and separately throughout the 
country, so that complaints will be received and acted 
upon with the least possible delay. The department 
of transportation, acting for the shipper, will prosecute 
the case. The shipper will be put to no expense for 
counsel. The only appeal from this special court will 
lie in the Supreme Court of the United States, and 
then solely on questions of law.” 


The remedy is constitutional. Moreover, it is in- 
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tensely practical, and as such will appeal to both rail- 
roads and shippers. It is efficient-and fair to all 
parties. It divides the rate making and the rate en- 
forcing departments, just as the offices of legal pros- 
ecutor and impartial judge are separated. Under its 
operation, it would be impossible for the railroads to 
assist in the formation of trusts. It would also be 
impossible for the government to reduce rates which 
are only fair to the railroads. There would be no 
precedent to allow the government to step in and say 
to W. L. Douglas, “You charge too much for your 
shoes. The rate should be $2.00.” The railroads are 
public property and the W. L. Douglas Shoe Co. is a 
private corporation, but the step is not insurmount- 
able. It would have seemed just as ridiculous fifty 
years ago for Congress to enact legislation naming 
railroad freight rates, as it wouldyseem to-day if Con- 
gress should fix the price on shoes or shovels. 

In the last seventy-five years the railroads of this 
country have built about 200,000 miles of track, over 
one-half the total mileage of the world. This im- 
mense trackage was built without the interference of 
the government. It was the direct result of a policy 
of unrestricted individualism in private enterprise, of 
security of private ownership. Had the government 
at the inception of these enterprises decided to name 
freight rates, to regulate the general policy of the 
railroads, the great West, the Northwest and South- 
west would have remained practically undeveloped. 
The object of the promoters of these railroads was 
not philanthropy ; it was not a desire to develop the 
resources of the country for patriotic reasons. It was 
to make money. The western sections of the country 
are still only partially utilized. There are unlimited 
opportunities for future development. Let not these 
opportunities be eliminated by laws which aim to 
despoil the railroads of reward for honest and wisely 
directed efforts. 

Above all, let us not by word of mouth or legislative 
enactment help to promulgate the doctrine that this 
world and its fruits belong to the idle as well as the 
industrious, the short-sighted as well as the provident. 
Socialistic schemes, including governmental owner- 
ship of the railroads, is direct contraversion of the 
principle that an American citizen is free to do as he 
pleases with his own—the principle upon which our 
constitution was founded. The present condition of 
English social affairs may seem impossible on Amer- 
ican soil. The step is not a long one; however. If it 
is right for the government to take from the strong 
and the wise, it is only just for it to give to the weak 
and the foolish. When the strong are taxed to sup- 
port the weak, the strong are lowered to the level of 
the weak. Improvement and progress stop. -To de- 
stroy private ownership is to establish socialism. So- 
cialism means the deterioration of the individual, the 
dissipation of capital. It means that the government 
will have to protect and cherish each one of its citizens 
in his commercial and personal transactions. The gov- 
ernment guarantees the results. A government of 
this kind is a despotism. A governmental policy re- 
sulting in a general reduction of the freight rates 
would result in the eventual destruction of the Amer- 
ican republic.

A NEW HEATING DRUM. 








The Sterling air heater radiator is a new contriv- 
ance for utilizing all of the products of combustion 
arising from the stove. This 
drum ‘is manufactured by the 
Sterling Air Radiator Co., 60 
Wabash Ave., Chicago. 

It is cylindrical in form, 12 
inches in diameter and 7 feet 
6 inches in height, thus present- 
ing a much greater radiating 
surface than any ordinary heat- 
ing stove. Within the outer 
casing there are three separate 
air heating chambers. The heat 
and smoke enter the radiator 
at a point about two feet from 
the top, is conveyed by means 
of a six-inch air-tight pipe to 
the lower chamber, near the 
floor, where it is allowed to 
expand and circulate through- 
out the entire radius of the outer casing. It is then 
conveyed by means of a second six-inch air-tight pipe 
to the upper chamber, where it again expands in the 
same manner. 

Just above the entrance of the pipe to upper cham- 
ber is a deflecting plate placed at an angle and cover- 
ing one-half the inside radius of the outer casing. 





Sterling Radiater. 
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This. deflects all the heat to the opposite side of the 
radiator, where it then passes to the extreme top and 
down on the reverse side to the outlet. 

In the lower compartment there are two three-inch 
cold-air pipes leading from outlets in the base to the 
central chamber. Between these pipes is a deflecting 
plate which forces the hot air, coming direct from the 
stove, to the bottom, thus thoroughly heating the 
radiator from bottom to top. The cold air is drawn 
from the floor in great volumes, partially heated while 
passing through the three-inch pipes in lower cham- 
ber and then discharged into the central chamber, 
where it comes in contact with the two large six-inch 
hot air pipes first described. It is then discharged 
into the room through two additional three-inch pipes 
leading from the central chamber through the upper 
chamber to openings in the crown. In passing through 
the upper chamber the air, now hot, receives an addi- 
tional heating. Thus rarified it immediately circulates 
to the most remote parts of the room and as it cools, 
passes to the floor, is drawn back to the radiator and 
again heated and discharged in the manner described.

HEATING STOVES FOR CHINA. 








The British consul at Niuchwang writes that the 
Chinese are beginning to take to foreign stoves for 
heating their houses and that their use is likely to 
extend, in which case there might be a big market for 
these goods, as the winter in Manchuria is long and 
very cold. For the past year or two a native has 
been making small stoves of a foreign pattern, weigh- 
ing about 50 and 70 pounds and costing $5 and $7, 
respectively. It is reported that the annual sales of 
this local manufacturer amounted to about $1,000. 
This year the demand has greatly increased, owing 
partly to the needs of the large number of Japanese 
who have come in, and the native manufacturer re- 
cently had in hand orders amounting to $5,000, and 
was obliged to refuse many-orders which he could not 
execute. The material used is old iron ftom abroad. 


Brands 


The question of the employment of private brands by hardware jobbers, instead of the reg- 


ular brands used by the manufacturers themselves, has been agitated more freely of late than 


ever before. As a rule we find that manufacturers and retailers are solidly opposed to their use. 


To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have been reading your private brand column as the 
letters are published from week to week, and as I understand 
your purpose it is to find a remedy for the private brand sit- 
uation. Your editorials have attempted to show that private 
brands are wrong and Your letters to show the feeling of 
the trade in regard to the matter. I have always believed that 
the name of a maker should appear upon his product as a re- 
ward or a stigma for his efforts or for his lack of effort. I 
have studied the situation carefully, however, and I must 
confess that I fail to find any practical remedy for the special 
brand evil. I should like to take this opportunity, however, 
to go a little into the raison d’etre of the jobbers’ private 
brand. 

Not very long ago Andrew Carnegie, speaking to the 
1905 graduating class at Stevens Institute, said: “Young 
man make your name worth something. If you can sell a hat 
for one dollar, you can sell it for two dollars if you stamp 
it with your name and make the public feel that your name 





stands for something.” This in my opinion is the founda- 
tion of the system inaugurated by some jobbers and followed 
by practically all, of stamping the goods which pass through 
their hands with their names and perhaps a trade mark. 
The example of some of the most successful manufacturers, 
as Henry Disston and the Ames Shovel Co., have proved 
the truth of Mr. Carnegie’s words. The wiseacres amongst 
the jobbers were quick to cease the opportunity. 

Tne term “trade ethics” really means trade force. There 
is no absolute standard of morality. A thing is good or bad 


according as it is necessary or according as it is “made right” 


by strength and power. I don’t think that a person can say 
that private brands are imherently wrong. I don’t think 
it is correct to state that private brands are a lie.. The dif- 
ferent evolutions of the trade result from different conditions. 
They are all wrought by something more than the mere in- 
ventions of one man or any of the smaller branches of men. 
The private brand situation is not essentially one of interest 
to the hardware trade or peculiar to it. It is the result of a

condition of affairs which” have percolated throughout the 
whole country. It is but natural that the stronger should try 
to get more than his share from the weaker and it is right. 
The jobber buys from the manufacturer, consequently the 
manufacturer is under obligations to the buyer. The jobber 
realizes that he can establish a trade for his own name and by 
stamping the goods that he sells with his own trade mark 
he can have a practical monopoly. Therefore he says to the 
manufacturer, “stamp the goods with my trade mark or I'll 
have them made by some other firm.” Competition does the 
rest. You can no more prevent this condition of affairs 
by establishing certain rules and formulas than old King 
Canute could effectively command the Atlantic ocean to re- 
cede from his shores. 

Consequently I believe that private brands when used by 
both jobbers and retailers will prevail as long as jobbers and 
retailers are distributers. I should be glad indeed to have any 
one prove that I am wrong in this belief, and shall be pleased 
to take up this matter in these or other columns.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


I understand that at the recent meeting of the Southern 
jobbers and the American manufacturers, the matter of re- 
stricted prices was broached to contravert the demand of the 
manufacturers for the abolition of special brands. Let me say 
that I don’t believe the argument of the jobbers is calculated 
to work out any improvement in the situation. The subjects 
are so closely related—special brands and restricted prices— 
that I can perhaps be pardoned, if I consider them in the 
same letter. I am a manufacturer, but I believe that I speak 
from a disinterested standpoint and have no personal ax to 
grind. 

I object to restricted prices, just as I object to socialism. 
Socialism aims to bring the strong down to the level of the 
weak. It aims to make the rewards of each person exactly the 
same. At least that is the way I understand it. A system of 
restricted prices would make the business for each jobber 
exactly the same. For instance, the small jobber-retailer 
down in Texas would be able to offer more favorable rates to 
the Texas retailer than the large jobbing houses of St. Louis 
and Chicago. The former is handicapped by lack of variety 
This lack of variety, however, would only be temporary and 
would last until such a time as the capitalist got sufficiently 
interested in his concern to build up his stock, when he would 
practically have the monopoly on the neighboring territory. 
In the meantime the large jobbing houses of Chicago, St 
Louis and the Northwest would probably find their trade fall- 
ing off. Jobbing houses like the one in Texas would arise in 
all sections of the country. Every retailer would find it to 
his advantage to buy the majority of his stock from the house 
that would give the lowest rates. 
would cease to exist.

This condition of affairs is taking place to-day. Freight 
rates cut an awful figure. Of course the retailer has to go to 
the big houses in order to get variety, but as the country 
grows so will the smaller jobbing houses grow into larger 
ones and the dealer in California or Texas will no longer 
be required to send to Chicago or St. Louis for his monthly 
complements. A system of restricted prices would materially 
assist in eventually destroying these big houses. 

I am a strong believer in the survival of the fittest. I like 
to see people fight and I like to see the strongest man win 
That’s the only way by which things are improved. It’s the 
only way to live. You can’t make a prize-fighter of a child, 
who has been brought up in a hot house and nurtured on 
bread and milk. You can’t make a mental giant of a man 
who has neve? had to tackle geometry or Czsar. In the 
same way you can’t make enterprising and successful business 
men by protecting them with the culturing system of re 
stricted prices. The jobber who has the right stuff in him 
will build up the jobbing trade in his community in the face 
of the natural difficulties which beset every man’s path. 

The jobbers are right in demanding something in return 
for any concession on their part. I am not sure whether the 
jobbers really expect to continue the use of special brands or 
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not, but if they expect to give them up, as I think they do, 
it is but natural for them to expect to get something in return 
Force of numbers would probably carry a resolution to force 
restricted prices. The smaller jobbers are in the majority in

lishments, but the folly of attempting to introduce a uniform 
set of prices at which the manufacturers shall sell to the 
jobbers is not only dangerous but sheer folly

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anyone has. Better stick to him.” I did so. Perhaps I did 
wrong, but I don’t believe it. Now, then, Mr. Sheldon, has 
claimed that he can increase a salesman’s selling capacity 10 
per cent. This is going some. Let’s see. One of these sales- 
managers has about 70 men under him. Taking an average 
sales of $50,000 per year for each (which is low enough) 
their aggregate sales would be the neat sum of $3,500,000 per 
year. If Mr. Sheldon could increase this 10 per cent he 
would have made the comfortable sum of $350,000 per year for 
that house. Do you think he can do it? True, he might go 
in as ‘salesmanager of a house and increase sales 10 per cent. 
But when he attempts to convince me that a few “sidelights” 
on salesmanship will increase a man’s sales 10 per cent—well, 
perhaps. I’m going to give him a chance someday; $50.00 
isn’t much and I’m going to buy one of his courses and then 
I'll know. But I'll not do like Pandora. I'll never squeal. 
In closing I wish to state that I have nothing but respect 
for Mr. Sheldon. I don’t want to be understood as saying 
that he is in the “green goods” biz. He is beyond a doubt 
sincere in his business dealings. He is no.doubt a good sales- 
man. So is my former salesmanager. If Mr. Sheldon were to 
meet and defeat him on the road in the “science of sales- 
manship,” practically applied, I would admit that he is the 
superior. I don’t believe that he can do it. My salesmanager 
has the practical.end of the business. Mr. Sheldon has the

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NO PARCELS POST! 





Along with many other trade and commercial organiza- 
tions, whose members are inclined to be conservative instead 
of radical and who have a habit of always looking below the 
surface of things, the New York State Association of Retail 
Grocers objects most decidedly to the plans of some “pro- 
gressive reformers” for putting the United States government 
into the freight and express business. At the organization's 
annual convention at Syracuse this week resolutions were 
adopted directing a strong protest to Congress against the 
enactment of the proposed parcels post law. The assembled 
grocers argued forcibly that such a law would work greatly to 
their disadvantage. 

It would, indeed. It would drive business away from the 
country stores and from the merchants of the villages, the 
towns and the smaller cities and concentrate it in the hands 
of the department stores in the big cities. Is there a provin- 
cial housewife anywhere from Oyster Bay to Buffalo who 
would buy tea of her home grocer when she could get it by 
mail in five or ten pound packages and at bargain counter 
prices from Crackerjack and Company’s grocery department 
here in New York? There are a thousand and one things in 
the grocery line that will bear transportation in the mails, and 
the big and heavily capitalized department concerns that can 
buy nutmegs in carload lots and undersell the ordinary re- 
tailer would ask nothing better than that the government 
assist them to reach direct every consumer in the country 
from Eastport to Los Angeles, no matter whether it put 
every country merchant out of business or not. 

A bill for a parcels post is a plain proposition to restrict 
the trade opportunities of provincial merchants and to put the 
government into a business that doesn’t belong to it—that of 
a common cartier. It is also a proposal to make the postoffice 
department a sort of fast freight line for hams, ribbons, cof- 
fees, corsets, condensed milk and baby carriages. 

That would be “progress” with a vengeance !—New York 
Commercial.

To heat these two 
rooms with floor registers would necessitate a 10-inch 
and an 8-inch round pipe or 113 square inches of air, 
while with the No. 15 Jones register in connection 
with the Jones system of heating, these 113 square 
inches of air are conveyed through one 12-inch base- 
ment pipe. Large pipes offer less resistance in pro- 
portion to the air carried than small ones, and with 
but one-half the number of angles, elbows, etc., there 
will be much less loss of heat in the basement and 
more will be delivered to the rooms to be heated. 
The question of ventilation has not been overlooked 
by the manufacturers of the Jones registers. There 
is provided in each Jones register a ventilating open- 
ing at the bottom of the register front, which opens 
into the space between the inner and outer casings 
of the double metal register boxes, which is a part 
of these registers, and passes upward around the wall 
pipes, or if patent wall pipes are used, through the 
space provided for the purpose. When a connection 
is made from the opening above the registers into the 
attic and from there to a chimney or other outlet,

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an improved system of ventilation is secured at a very 
small expense, and protection from fire is said to be 
absolute. 

It has been argued that it is not practical to at- 
tempt to heat two rooms from one warm air pipe. 
The argument is based on results obtained in attempt- 
ing to heat two rooms on one floor where the con- 
ductor was not enlarged to accommodate the extra

room. For instance, trying to heat two rooms on the 
second floor from a 34x12 wall pipe, or attempting 
to heat two rooms on the first floor by branching 
from the main supply pipe to a register which would 
necessitate changing the current of the air, is not 
practical. But in the Jones system the air is divided 
while traveling upward, and as the area of the con- 
ductor is reduced where the wall pipe connects at 
the top of the Jones register, and as the register is 
provided with an adjustable diaphragm or deflector, 
the air can be divided at this point. The increased 
velocity in the wall pipes causes the air in the base- 
ment pipes to move faster and a smaller furnace can, 
it is claimed, be used for heating a residence. 

This was a new idea in 1900, but has been tested 
and found thoroughly practical. Many residences are 
being heated with this system at the present time.

TO RECOLOR ALCOHOL THERMOMETERS 





The loss of color in alcohol thermometers is not al- 
ways due to fading, says a contemporary, but may be 
caused by the color settling to the bottom of the bulb. 
To stir it up well, the thermometer should be alternate- 
ly plunged in water heated to near the capacity of the 
thermometer, or the boiling point if the thermometer 
registers more than 212, and an ice bath. This will 
cause the alcohol to flow rapidly up and down in the 
tube and, of course, stir up the sediment in the bulb 
and color the alcohol again, thus making it easily visible 
against the scale-—Ex.

“OCTAGON RAKING” MITER PROBLEM. 

How to READ THE PLATE.—This plate, as well as 
every plate in the series of instruction, contains a num- 
ber of problems in intersections. I will now state the 
main problem, as it would be stated in a text-book on 
intersections, prepared for the use of students at a 


A 














college. Three mouldings are to intersect and be 
joined, The first moulding is in a plane, perpendicular 
to horizontal, inclined to the vertical, the second 
moulding is in a plane, perpendicular to vertical, in- 
clined to horizontal; the third moulding is in a plane, 
perpendicular to both planes of projection. The first 








and second mouldings join so as to form an angle of 
135 degrees in plan; the second and third mouldings 
join so as to form an angle of 135 degrees in elevation. 
The shape of either one of the three mouldings can 
be assumed, perform all operations necessary to find 
the required. form of the other two mouldings, show 
views of intersections, develop patterns. I will now 
inform the reader the main problem in sheet metal 
cornice-work is known as the “Octagon Raking” 
Miter Problem. 

The elevation will be explained first. The gable 
moulding profile is indicated by the figures 1-2, includ- 
ing 11 in consecutive order. The wall line is line 1-11. 
The projection is line 11-10. The horizontal moulding 
at top of gable is N. The moulding at base of gable 
is also horizontal in position. The form of the mould- 
ing is shown at G by the numbers 1-2, including 11 
in consecutive order. The wall line is 11-1. The pro- 
jection is the same as the gable mould. All three 
mouldings are equal in projection. The line R S is an 
edge view of the vertical plane, which is employed to 
construct the projected view, of the intersection of the 
gable mould, by the cutting plane 1O M, shown in 
plan. I will take this occasion to inform the reader 
that the entire surface of the paper above the ground 
line is the vertical plane on which the projections are 
made. Look at the plan, the line RS in elevation is 
perpendicular to the paper at point A. The line M-1o0 
is the octagon cutting miter. At point A two brick 
walls meet at an octagon angle. In elevation the hori- 
zontal return mould inclines to the vertical plane 
In plan the wall line of the gable mould is 
line A and number 1; the ground line is some dis- 
tance from face of wall in plan. The horizontal mould 
in plan inclines toward the ground line but does not 
extend to it. Conceive the two moulds put together 
for a building, and the ground line a brick wall some 
distance back of main “wall shown in plan and the 
horizontal mould N joined to gable mould at top. 
That is the description in a few words—PH is a cut- 
ting plane to obtain form N. Figure 2 shows a square 
panel block used as an ornament in a gable of this 
kind. The other problem will be explained after the 
solutions of other problems.

Through 
the points of division on surface of gable mould num- 
bers 1 to 11, inclusive, in consecutive order, as shown;

In the panel part of 
gable the lines do not extend to the ground line ; only 
at line I-11, as shown at B. The object of drawing 
those lines is to establish the projection of the gable 
mould on the plan. A right-section line is drawn 
from point B on ground line, perpendicular to the wall 
line 1-11 of gable mould; mark the points on the 
right-section line, they are not numbered. From B, 
as center, revolve each point to the ground line and 
mark the points. Through the points on ground line 
draw vertical lines indefinite, intersecting line A-1-10

The shape of the mould is the projected view of the 
intersection, between the gable mould and the hori- 
zontal mould. 

I will explain how to find the full size view of the 
horizontal mould at base of gable. Points are estab- 
lished on line 11-10 by drawing the lines through the 
points of division on the surface of the gable mould. 
That has been done. The gable mould is now revolved 
through space, point 11 is the center, and the projec- 
tion is established on the horizontal line 11-11. This 
fine is drawn through point 11 on the top line of gable 
mould. You will-read this line as a new horizontal 
plane, also the top line of the horizontal return mould. 
The line must be drawn as represented, because the line 
11-10 on gable is a trace of a plane, the horizontal line 
is the trace of another plane, the intersection of those 
two planes is projected on the face of the vertical 
plane of projection in point 11 and on the vertical line 
RS. The line RS being the edge view of a new ver- 
tical plane, thus you have three planes meeting at

plane, making four planes in all. hori- 
jected view of the intersection, at base of gable.

Through the points just marked 
draw the vertical lines to intersect the horizontals 
previously drawn. Mark the crossing of the lines of

a full size view of the horizontal return mould in a 
transferred position. You could have spaced off the 
projection of the gable mould with a dividers just as 
well, but in a plate giving instruction the drawing 
should be so plain you can trace lines all through the 
drawings. It cannot be done if the drawing is not 
connected all through.

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Trade Report. 


IRON AND STEEL MARKETs. 


lhe iron and steel markets are stronger 
and more promising than on any occasion since the 
year 1893. While prices are not so high for pig iron 
and some other products, there are indications that 
no decided slump will follow as at the end of the 
first half of 1903. The demand is healthy and seem- 
ingly founded upon a solid basis. Pig iron .markets 
are developing strength and the more finished pro- 
ductions are sold for months ahead. The conclusion 
of the peace terms between Russia and Japan, and 
more especially the action by the Czar in removing 
discriminating tariffs on American productions, make 
the American situation more roseate than for many 
months. It is freely predicted that the country has 


never before witnessed the reign of prosperity about 


present 


to ensue. 

Local prices on pig iron were not changed during 
the week under review. A number of large buyers are 
making inquiry for 1906 deliveries, among these be- 
ing the Pullman Co., the Case Threshing Machine 
Co. and others, aggregating about five thousand tons. 
It is said that the United States Steel Corporation has 
been purchasing iron from week to week without re- 
vealing the transactions. These secret sales are sup- 
posed to have been in addition to the open sale nego- 
tiated two weeks ago. Prices are said to have been 
$15 at the furnaces and the iron mostly of Bessemer 
grades. Spot deliveries were asked in each case and 
the amounts were said to aggregate close to two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand tons. 

Pig iron in all sections of the country has increased 
in strength. Large tonnages have been bought in 
New York and inquiries during the week under re- 
view aggregate more than fifteen thousand tons. 
Southern No, 2 foundry is strong in New York at 
$12.00 Birmingham. Boston shows an advance of 
50c a ton on the part of northern furnaces. It also 
reports heavy activity in the finished trade. An ad- 
vance in pig iron is momentarily expected in Phila- 
delphia. Sales in Pittsburgh during the last six days 
approximate twenty thousand tons, one sale being for 
six thousand and another for five thousand tons. Most 
of the low price iron in Cleveland has been sold and 
prices are higher. The general tone of Cincinnati 
is one of confidence, but no radical change has been 
made. Birmingham reports higher prices for pig iron 
in a number of instances. 

Of decided interest to the iron and steel trades is 
the announcement that the Bethlehem Steel Co. has 
definitely decided to purchase the pig iron blast fur- 
naces and iron ore mines now owned and operated 
by Joseph Wharton in New Jersey. These establish- 
ments are valued at not less than $10,000,000. The 
output of these furnaces is basic iron. The Bethlehem 
Steel Co. purpose to increase their output of pig iron 
in order to follow out general plans of expansion in 
all lines. They are also planning to repair and en- 
large several of their out-of-date furnaces and mills. 


The demand for steel billets has been so great as to 
set importers at work and several orders to European 
mills have resulted. The withdrawal of the Carnegie 
Steel Co. has resulted in a great scarcity. Conditions 
have been greatly exaggerated in the daily and trade 
press, but a condition close to consternation is ap- 
parent in those circles not yet supplied with this com- 
modity. Foreign billets can be had in this country at 
from twenty-eight to twenty-nine dollars. Domestic 
billets quoted at $21.00 are being sold at a premium 
of from three to five dollars. Sheet bars and smaller 
sizes cost one or two dollars more. Foreign billets 
can be shipped promptly, while at the present time 
there is no mill in this country that can make deliveries 
during the next two months. The increased demand 
on the part of the tin plate, the wire, the hoop mills 
shows no sign of diminution, and this factor more 
than any other will assist in keeping up the prices on 
billets. 


The demand for bar iron shows continued growth. 
All of the western mills are operating at their fullest 
Prices of 1.70c Chicago are the most com- 
Favorite buyers can, however, ob- 
tain a schedule of 1.65c. Mills are none too prompt in 
making shipments. Quotations below 1.50c, Pitts- 
burgh, on steel bars are becoming scarcer and scarcer. 
Specifications on this last named product are heavy. 
Both iron and steel bar mills are working night and 
day to keep up with the demand.

The buying of steel rails has warranted the pro- 
pitious standard set when the 1906 books were opened 
for orders. Mills have now booked for 1906 delivery 
almost 1,500,000 tons of rails. This immense ton- 
nage will be increased by at least 100,000 tons which 
will have to be carried over from this year. The Chi- 
cago mills are filled-up and western roads now in the 
market for steel rails will find it necessary to pay $2 
a ton more because their orders are being transferred 
to Pittsburgh. It is estimated that 2,500,000 tons of 
rails will have been produced by the end of the year 
1905. This tremendous production and an estimated 
production for 1906 of at least 1,000,000 tons more 
than the production during 1905 are the natural results 
of the penurious policy to which the railroads adhered 
during the latter part of 1903, all of 1904 and the first 
half of the present year. Railroads realize that it is 
now a matter of necessity to replace their worn-out 
tracks and the present unparalleled orders have re- 
sulted. 


Old materials are strong. The Santa Fe Route of- 
fered a list of between three thousand and four thou- 
sand tons that developed keen competition. The 
charge that dealers were keeping prices at an unwar- 
ranted level is answered by dealers, who claim that 
the marginal profit on scrap is smaller than six months 
ago. Relaying rails are especially strong. The 
suburban electric lines are making strong bids for this 
product because of their inability to get prompt ship- 





ments from the mills. Stove plate is quoted per net 
ton at from $11.00 to $11.50. 


PIG IRON. 
Matthew Ady & Co., pig iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 

As one prominent pig iron producer puts it, the market is 
getting along beautifully. That describes the situation. The 
market is very good at the present time, and indications are 
that presently it will be better. It is a singular thing that 
prices have been practically stationary for more than six 
weeks. They have not been stationary because the market has 
been dead—on the contrary, business has been brisk all this 
time. Without any doubt more pig iron is being sold week by 
week than is being made week by week, and there 
could be no more wholesome business condition than 
this. Statistics, as has been expected, have decidedly 
turned for the better. Pig iron stocks started to in- 
crease last April, and they kept growing until last month. In 
August, according to the figures just completed, there was 
quite a sharp decline, and from our own advices September 
will show a very much more rapid rate of reduction. In fact, 
shipments this month are at a tremendous rate. 

This week there have been large and small sales of every 
grade and every kind of iron. Grey forge has been particu- 
larly prominent, however, and the sales of mill iron have been 
exceedingly heavy. There are still large negotiations for grey 
forge under consideration. The other prominent features of 
the week have been the inquiries for delivery into next year. The 
demand for iron for 1906 shipment is growing right along. 

Nearly all sellers are perfectly willing to accommodate 
buyers at present prices for delivery over the first quarter of 
next year, although a premium is asked by some few sellers, 
and practically all sellers are asking a premium for shipment 
over the first half.

CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 

The assurance by the properly constituted officials 
that the condition of corn-is 89.5 as compared with 
the ten-year average of 81.7 shows that the tremen- 
dous buying moment inaugurated by retailers in all 
trades throughout the country is partially justified. 
When these officials declare that the condition of the 
wheat, cotton, potato, rye and tobacco crops is like- 
wise above the average, it will be seen that the rush 
of dealers to cover for future requirements is more 
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than warranted. The fear that southern railroads 
would not share in the exceptional prosperity, both 
because of the cotton crop and the yellow jack in New 
Orleans has been dispelled by an improvement in the 
cotton situation and by indications that the fever germ 
is being stifled. 

Builders’ hardware seems to be allotted to fill an 
insatiable demand. In fact the

Manufacturers of this product find 
and back orders are increasing in number. Bronze 
and copper latch plates are especially in arrears. This 
is probably to be attributed both to the strength of 
raw and other forms of copper, but more especially to 
the increased demand for the better grades of hard 
ware. That the present boom in building is not tem- 
porary or of evanescent moment can be appreciated 
when one realizes that structural materials of all kinds 
are higher in price to-day than one or two years ago. 
At the same time the labor is being paid at a scale 
higher than the unions demand. Bricklayers in New 
England, for instance, have a minimum of $4.00 for an 
eight-hour day. Advertisements appear in the daily 
papers regularly offering steady work at $5.00. Car- 
penters receive from $3.00 to $3.25 a day, while the 
union scale calls for $2.75. Similar conditions prevail 
in other sections of the country. 

The competition between the leading and the in- 
dependent manufacturers of wire nails has resulted 
in a shading of prices. On September 11th thé Amer 
ican Steel & Wire Co. announced a schedule of $1.80 
base, carload lots, to the retail trade. This new pric« 
represents an actual advance of five cents per keg 
above those which have been current. Inasmuch as 
prices were not firm before this advance, it is probable 
that the quotation will not hold. At the present time 
a price of $1.75 base can be obtained by retailers whose 
orders amount to a car load or more. The revision of 
prices affected smooth fence wire likewise. 
were advanced five cents per one hundred pounds. 
This was done in spite of the fact that the former
